utes after the morning session had opened, today swept through the 
three stories of the brick and wooden hchool building in less than five 
minutes. 
Nineteen of the bojs and girls, none of whom was out of 


their 'teens, were burned or crushed to deatli while attempting to escape. 


A score of others were injured, some dangerously. 
Of the latter 


one. Mildred Mead, aged 16, died after having been removed to a hos- 
pital.The bodies of the dead were frightfully burned and of the nineteen 
at the morgue, onl> two, Elizabeth Xolan, aged 17, and Mary Sullivan, 
1«, both members of the senior class had been identified this, afternoon. 


Other bodies were belUed to be in the ruins, and it was thought 


that S3 had been killed or fatall.v injured.

Sunset and Twilight. 


Twilight is a phenomenon caused by 


atmospheric refraction. 
When the sun 


gets below tbe horizon we are not im- 
mediately plunged into tbe darkness of 
night. Although tbe sun Is below our 
horizon, rays of solar light are bent or 
refracted by the terrestrial atmosphere 
and continue to furnish some slight 
illumination. 
Tbe process continues 


with diminishing intensity until the 
sun is so far below tbe horizon that 
tbe refracting power of the atmosphere 
is no longer able to bend the raya 
enough to produce a visible effect. Tho 
time after sunset that the sun reaches 
such n position varies with tbe lati- 
tude of tbe place. There Is less twi- 
light at tbe tropic zone than at the 
temperature or frigid zone. This Is duo 
to less time taken by tbe sun's rays to 
pass through the atmosphere, at tho 
tropic zone the sun's rays being per- 
pendicular and at the temperate and 
frigid zones oblique. 


Aeroplane Wings. 


Various kinds of material including 


linen, silk, cotton, celluloid films and 
aluminum foil, have been tried for 
covering the wings of aeroplanes, but 
none has proved so satisfactory so far 
as linen covered with several coats of 
a rubber solution. 
This coating in- 


creases the strength of the linen about 
5 per cent, makes it more enduring un- 
der varying weather conditions and 
causes it to stretch to an absolutely 
smooth surface, a feature that is of 
the utmost advantage in fast flights. 
Silk, which would seem to make an 
ideal covering on account of its light- 
ness ana strength, has been found un- 
satisfactory, as it does not withstand 
exposure to sun and rain and does not 
lend itself readily to the application ot 
coating compounds.—London Answers.

Dried Apples. 


Peel, <<ore and slice the apples. Place 


them ou platters, wooden trays or any 
other convenient receptacle and place 
them in the sunshine. Take them in 
at night and during rains. It is impos- 
sible to secure good dried fruit unless! 
they are protected from moisture. Pro- 
tect them from flies nud other insects | 
with netting and place them out of the j 
dust as far as possible. Continue the 
drying until the fruit has lost more 
than half its weight. If necessary it 
may be placed in the oven for two or 
th,ree hours at the end. Tie the dried 
fruit in paper sucks, using a double 
thickness if thin skin sacks arc usec,! 
and Suspend them from the ceiling of, 
the driest room available. When ready j 
ro use the dried fruit wash it well, soak 
it for six hours or longer and throw I 
away the liquid drained off. Then cook ' 
the fruit for several hours at a teui-i 
perattire slightly below the boiling 
point.—Mothers' Magazine.

•sweep's cancer,' 'arsenic cancer.' etc.— 
namely, the diseases caused by the 
commodities mentioned—refer in real- 
ity only to a predisposition to the dis- 
ease. The commodities themselves do 
not actually cause cancer. They mere- 
ly render the tissues prone to it, which 
'-eetns to occur in a specific manner. 
The commodities always iu the firbt 
instance produce cell proliferation, usu- 
ally in the nature of a warty growth, 
and it is not until an open ulcer has 
appeared, generally at the base of the 
wart, that malignancy supervenes."

have been made in the constitution of the State of Ohio. 
These thirty-five changes ipvolve scores of important 
propositions.

fifteen other proposals were defeated by the voters.

passed upon three times by the voters; two others were 
defeated twice; a third was submitted twice and others are 
on the ballot again. 


These facts impress upon the voter the necessity of limiting elec- 


tions on repeatedly submitting constitutional proposals. Thtrc can be 
no unfavorable criticism of leaving to the people the tppruval of mat 
ters of public concern but there is dt cided objection to asking the

This amendment dots not effect the vubmission to 'hr peop'e of 


any municipol ordinance or state law but applies only to the rrptattd 
submission of Constitutional prop sals.

The Initiative and Referendum provisions of the Constitution will be safe- 


guarded by the adoption of this amendment. Leading members of the Con- 
stitutional Convention that framed the I. & E. sections are in favor of this 
amendment.
